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Rear Adm. Joseph R. DeFrees will 
succeed Admiral Butler as Commandant 
of the Washington Navy Yard. He is 


expected to report about the middle of 
month. Admiral DeFrees is now 
chief of staff of the Commander, Scout- 
ing Force. 

Born in Smithboro, IL, June 12, 1876, 
Admiral DeFrees entered the naval ser 
vice in 1896. He holds the Navy Cross 
and a special letter of commendation 
from the War Department for his ser- 
vices during the World War. Following 
a tour of duty at the Naval Gun Factory 
in Washington, Admiral DeFrees was or- 
dered to the Asiatic Station and com- 
manded the Submarine Base at Cavite, 
P. I., and the submarines of the Asiatic 
Fleet. Returning to the Navy Depart 
ment in 1925, he served two years here 
and then commanded the battleship Tex- 
as. Later, in 1929, he was assigned duty 
in command of the Naval Torpedo Sta- 
tion at Newport, R. L, and went from 
there to the Naval War College. He was 
selected for promotion to rear admiral 
last December and promoted to flag rank 
some months ago. 

Rear Admiral Butler was born in Pat 
erson, N. J., March 9, 1874, and was ap- 
pointed to the Naval Academy from the 
6th District, New York, in 1891.

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Navy May Have Board 
Study Revision of Pay 


The Secretary of the Navy will have 
before him today or early next week a 
recommendation from the Bureau of 
Navigation for the appointment of a 
board of naval officers to consider revi- 
sion of the Navy pay system. 

Recent agitation that the Navy scrap 
the present pay system and seek legisla- 
tion to base pay on rank has caused 
Secretary Swanson to decide to have an 
official study of the pay situation to 
inform him in the matter and advise 
him as to whether to take any action. 
Several days ago he called upon the 
Bureau of Navigation and a recommen- 
dation for a board will be before him 
in a day or so. 

Dissatisfaction with the present sys- 
tem, set up in the Joint Service Pay Act 
of 1922, has been brewing in naval cir- 


| cles for some time. Ranking officers have 


been calling upon the Department to in- 


| itiate action In the matter and only re- 


cently Admiral Joseph M. Reeves, Com- 
mander of the Battle Force, and Vice 
Adm. Walton R. Sexton, Commander of 
the Battleships, wrote to the Depart- 
ment setting forth inequities in the pay 
system and urging a revision. 

Planning officers of the Bureau of Nav- 
igation have been working on a Dill for 
some time, which would base pay upon 
rank, wiping out all allowances and 
credit for other than commissioned ser- 
vice. Great interest has been evidenced 
in this move, for while this bill has not 
been approved by officials of the De- 
partment, the principle upon which it is 
based has the endorsement of the As- 
sistant Secretary of the Navy, the Chief

Approve Motors for FA 
Under MacArthur Plan 


The Public Works Administration has 
informed the War Department that part 
of the $10,000,000 provided for motoriza- 
tion may be expended for motorizing the 
Field Artillery. 

Accordingly the War Department Is 
now engaged in drafting a detailed plan 
for the expenditure of the $10,000,000 
which plan will have to be submitted 
to the Public Works Administration for 
final approval before the contracts may 
be let. 

All of this will constitute a major step 
forward in the MacArthur plan for mod- 
ernization of the Army initiated three 
years ago and comprehending revisions 
in organization, training, tactics and 
equipment to exploit every advantage 
offered by modern science. 

It will be recalled as set forth in the 








Journal of Nov. 4 that there was con- 
siderable doubt as to whether or not 
Field Artillery motorization could be un- 
dertaken with the funds available and 
that to remove this doubt the War De- 
partment made inquiry of the Public 
Works Administration before proceeding 
to draw up its detailed plan. 

Tentative plans now under study in 
the General Staff provide for using the 
money to provide for motorizing about 
half of the Regular Army field artillery 
(in addition to those now motorized), 
completing the motorization of the Na- 
tional Guard fleld artillery, which is now 
about fifty per cent motorized, and ex- 
pending the balance of the money on 
motorizing the field trains of the Infan- 
try Divisions of the Regular Army. 


This would mean an expenditure of 
about $1,200,000 on the Regular Army 
field artillery, about $5,000,000 on the 


National Guard field artillery, and the 
balance, about $3,800,000, on. motorizing 
the field trains of the Regular Army In- 


fantry divisions. 


Provision for ultimate motorization of 
66 gun batteries out of a total of 94 is 
made in the approved War Department 
program for the field artillery, This con- 
stitutes an increase in the number of 
motorized batteries by 27, a decrease in 
the number of horse batteries by 23, and 
an inerease in the total number of bat- 
teries by four. This motorization pro- 
gram would cost $3,417,000. 

Under the ruling that the Field Artil- 
lery may get some of the funds, tenta- 
tive plans of the Office of the Chief of 
Field Artillery, provide for the motoriza- 
tion of brigade headquarters batteries, 
regimental headquarters batteries and 
all of the service batteries. This plan 
would leave until later the motorization 
of any of the gun batteries provided for 
in the whole program. 

The approved program of motoriza- 
tion, which will cost an additional $2,- 
200,000, calls for the motorization of 
regiment of light artillery in each 

Artillery brigade of each of the 
four Armies. As the 155 mm. howitzers,

Reaction to the order bringing the entire Fleet into the Atlantic Ocean next 
spring after an absence of three years, has been varied, Many see in fhe move 
an indication that relations with Japan have improved; others that it is intended 
to so impress the Tokyo Government in view of the impending recognition of 
Russia. Some editors take the view that leaving the West Coast unprotected will 
be a grave mistake, while others contend that there has never been any valid 
reason for holding the FJeet in the Pacific all this time. 





“President Roosevelt’s order returning the combined fleets of the U. 8S. Navy 
to the Atlantic Ocean for concentration next Spring reads like one more of those 
grandiloguent gestures which are supposed to contribute to world peace,” says the 
Grand Rapids (Mich.) Herald, “but which, unfortunately, seem inclined to the 
opposite result. * * * The Navy had a mission in the Pacific. It wasn’t sent there 
to irritate Japan, but to protect American interests. * * * There is no immediate 
prospect ‘of need for the Navy to protect our East coast. But Japan has been 
chattering about war with the United States these many months, while the mili- 
tarist government has been sticking out its tongue at Uncle Sam. 

“Every, sane American hopes that this country can avoid a war either in the 
Pacific ov the Atlantic. But it’s folly to ignore realities. If there is any threat 
at all, the threat is in the Pacific. And that’s where the fleet ought to be.” 





Comments the Philadelphia Public Ledger: 

“The reason for the concentration in the Pacific lies in the disturbed condi- 
tions which have recently prevailed there. The activities of Japan in Manchuria 
since the fall of 1931 have resulted in upsetting the political, economic and strategic 
balance in the Far East. These facts could not be ignored, * * * 

“Naval movements are part and parcel of American defense policy and of 
American political policy In the largest sense. From this broader viewpoint, it is 
impossible to regard the movement of the Battle Fleet as being completely without 
significance. There has been no indication whatever that the situation in the 
Pacific has changed for the better. It will strike many observers as rather curious 
that the first and only line of defense in that area should even temporarily be 
transferred to the other side of the continent.”

Collins Attacks Personnel 


Foreshadowing a possible renewal of 
his efforts to reduce the strength of the 
Regular Army, Representative Ross Col- 
lins, of Meridian, Miss., chairman of the 
House subcommittee in charge of War 
Department appropriations, speaking be- 
fore the recent convention of the Na- 
tional Guard Association, repeated his 
assertion that too much of the Army 
appropriations are expended for per- 
sonnel, 

“Our Army,” declared Mr. Collins, “is 
limited, properly and necessarily, by the 
amount of money authorized for it by 


Congress. But of the sum available, 
comparatively little goes for modern 
equipment, The military authorities de- 


termine how the sum available to them 
can best be spent to insure national 
safety. Yet when we realize that the 
large percentage of the money appro- 
priated is for personnel to almost the 
total neglect of mechanized equipment, 
and when we see money used on the 
transient training of high school boys 
and drill ground maneuvers and single- 
shot rities, we are somewhat shaken in 
the belief in the good judgment of our 
General Staff. 

“In all this the National Guard has a 
valuable contribution to make to the 
national defense of this country. Obvi- 
ously, the professional soldier has diffi- 
culty adjusting himself to the changing 
conditions and the new methods even 
within his own field. The mind is not 
easily adjusted. It seems to me that the 
citizen-soldier could make up for this 
defect of the professional soldier. It 
should be the task of the members of 
the National Guard to acquaint them- 
selves with the modern methods of de- 
fense and your organization act as a 
clearing-house for information on all 
matters pertaining to defense and reor- 
ganization. 

“More than that, the National Guard 
itself should act as a group for experi- 
mentation. Experiments applied by the 
National Guard in the light of the latest 
available information on problems of 
warfare would obviate the necessity of 
making costly experiments on the field 
of battle.” 

Mr. Collins also took occasion to at- 
taek the National Defense Act, declaring 
that “This act was written at a time 
before the lessons of the World War 
eould be learned, It is based on the idea 
of mere numbers and has net been influ- 
enced by the modern developments in 
warfare. The military policy of this 








country should be written into another 
defense act so that the policy of this 
nation may be based, not on personnel, 
but on a proper balance between per- 
sonnel and material. If the military 
ieaders were alive to our lack of mate- 
rial as are those of the other highly 
scientific and industrial countries of the 
world, we would cast aside the National 
Defense Acts of 1916 and 1920 with their 
emphasis on personnel, and write a new 
Defense Act in keping with recent de- 
velopments in military science.” 

The appropriations subcommittee chair- 
man expressed dissatisfaction with the 
present system of handling appropria- 
tions, saying, “I do not like the idea of 
executive departments making appropria- 
tions for regular Governmental activi- 
ties, but since this is the order of the 
day I hope the National Guard construc- 
tion program on the basis of the $5,- 
000,000 on which you have estimated, 
will be allowed.” 

Mr. Collins repeated much of the argu- 
ment in favor of méchanization and mo- 
torization which he has used in the past 
to support his efforts to reduce per- 
sonnel. 





Coast Guard News 


Bids for the four Coast Guard board- 
ing tugs for New York harbor were 
opened at Headquarters, Nov. 14. All of 
the bids received were higher than the 
$225,000 limit of cost for each vessel 
set by the Public Works Administration, 
and there is some doubt as to just what 
is going to be done in regard to the tugs. 

All of the bids were rather high, the 
lowest being submitted by the Charles- 
ton, 8. C., Navy Yard. That yard esti- 
mated $236,000 for each tug, and of 
course would not hold to this figure as 
would a private constructor. The matter 
is being taken up with the Treasury 
Department and the Public Works Ad- 
ministration with a view to securing 
more funds for construction of the ships. 
It is believed that the PWA is desirous 
of giving work to Charleston and will 
therefore probably allow the additional 
funds.

A Navy View of the 


Monroe Doctrine 
By ADM. FRANK B. UPHAM, USN 


HE object of this paper will be to 

demonstrate, by references to modern 
history, that wars are born of economic 
rivalries, and that, in recognition of this 
fact, our forefathers, seeking to reduce 
toa minimum the possibilities of such 
rivalries, and of wars, enunciated the 
Monroe Doctrine in the interest of peace 
inthe Western Hemisphere. 

Since no major international war has 
taken place in this hemisphere, it would 
vem that the effort of the forefathers 
has met with reasonable success. 

If President Theodore Roosevelt 
wemed to stretch the Doctrine beyond 
recognized limits, we must, even so, ad- 
nit that he and his successors have done 
# in the interest of tranquillity and 
of general peace in the hemisphere, a 
wndition essential to our progress and 
eoomie welfare, and of equal impor- 
tance to OMneighbors. From this point 
ge T can believe that, with the pas- 

ge of a century, that admirable Doc- 
tine had come to require some such 
dasticity, lest it prove inadequate to 
its original peacful purpose. 

Were it possible to realize the dream 
ofan international body, let us say a 
fan American Body, authorized in time 
wf disorder, to exercise peace control 
within the borders of one or another 
if its members, I cannot believe that

Is it not a fact that the resources and 
the power of the United States impose 
upon it the obligation to meet emer- 
gencies and to meet them with a prompt- 
ness not possible of realization through 
the agency of an international body? 

Thus, whether we would or not, upon 
the government of the United States, 
with its financial and other resources, 
and its stability, devolves the role of 
guardian of peace of the Western Hemis- 
phere, as assumed in the enunciation 
of the Monroe Doctrine. 

Be it noted that this is to lay no 
claim to moral superiority, or to any 
superiority other than that deriving 
from strength, material resources and 
military power, which, together, put us 
into the position of leadership among 
these countries with the common inter- 
est of peace, tranquillity and prosperity 
in this hemisphere. 





It is to be recalled that in enunciating 
the Monroe Doctrine we took a stand 
against the whole of Europe. Verhaps 
preoccupation with affairs elsewhere kept 
Europeans from challenging us, but as 
time passed and our strengtlht grew, they 
have come to accept it. 

As guardian of the peace, the United 
States has contributed to the independ- 
ence of the former colonies of Spain; 


and has brought about a measure of 
peace, domestic tranquillity and pros- 
perity in Cuba, Santo Domingo and 
Haiti, even as it is seeking to do the 
sume in Nicaragua.

It 
were more correctly applied to American 
business agents, to our commercial at 
taches and to the officers of our Foreign 
Service Corps, for it is they who make 
first contacts in foreign lands, and who, 
making those contacts, are best situated 
and circumstanced to promote our coun 
try’s interests. It is only after their 
failure or the failure of the diplomacy 
of the Department of State that the 
Navy is called upon to function, These 
foreign representatives, official and un- 
official, and in particular the State De- 
partment, foster American interests 
abroad: the Navy is for the protection 
of those interests. More specifically, in 
time of war, the Navy's mission is the 
protection of our right to trade with 
countries beyond the seas. Our represen- 
tatives abroad are the “first line’’—they 
“speak softly’. We are what military 
men call the “supports”—the “big stick,” 
held in the rear.

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General Castner Retires 


Maj. Gen. Joseph C. Castner, USA, 
now at his home awaiting retirement, 
will pass from the active list of the 
Army Nov. 30, 1933, having reached the 
statutory age of 64 years on Nov. 18, 
1933. 

General Castner was born in New 
Brunswick, New Jersey, Nov. 18, 1869. 
He attended the high school and Rutgers 
College in that city from which he re- 
ceived the degrees of B. 8S. in 1891 and 
M. 8. in 1916. He served in the cadet 
corps at Rutgers College, attaining the 
grade of cadet captain, and in 1891 was 
commissioned a second lieutenant of In- 
fantry in the Regular Army. His first 
service was wtih the Fourth U. 8S. In- 
fantry at Boise Barracks, Idaho. 

In 1894-1895 he was a student officer 
in the Infantry and Cavalry School, Ft. 
Leavenworth, Kan, after which he re- 
joined his regiment with which he served 
at Boise Barracks and Ft. Sheridan, IIL, 
until 1898. From March, 1898, to June, 
1899, he was on exploration duty in 
Alaska during which time he penetrated 
unknown regions from Cook's Inlet to 
the Yukon River. He was then ordered 
to the Philippine Islands. The “Morgan 
City,” upon which he made his trip to 
the Philippines, was shipwrecked in the 
Sea of Japan at which time General 
Castner, then a first Neutenant, was ofli- 
clally commended for exceptional cour- 
age, fortitude and energy in averting 
suffering. 

Upon reaching the Philippine Islands 
he organized and later commanded in 
the fleld the Tagalog Scouts. From 
October, 1899, to June, 1900, he partici- 
pated in sixteen engagements during the 
Philippine Insurrection. 

In 1900 he returned to the United 
States and served for approximately a 
year in Washington, D. C., with the 
Bureau of Military Information. He 
reached the grade of captain in Febru- 
ary, 1901, and shortly thereafter was 
ordered to Fort McPherson, Georgia, 
where he remained until the summer of 
1901, when he rejoined his regiment, the 
Fourth U. 8. Infantry, in the Philippine 
Islands. He returned to the United 
States in 1902 for service at Ft. Brown, 
Tex., with the Fourth U. 8S. Infantry, 
where he remained until May, 1908, when 
his regiment was again ordered to the 
Philippine Islands for a tour of duty 
of two years. Upon the return of the 
Fourth U. 8. Infantry to the United 
States he served with that organi- 
zation at Ft. Thomas, Kentucky, until 
January, 1908, when he was de- 
tailed to the Quartermaster Corps for 
four years. During that period he served 
as constructing quartermaster at Ft. Yel- 
lowstone, Wyoming; Honolulu, Hawaii; 
and Ft. MacDowell, California. He then 
served in turn at Ft. William Henry 
Harrison, Montana; Ft. Lawton, Wash- 
ington; and Vancouver Barracks, Wash- 
ington, with Infantry troops until 
August, 1914, when, a major, he was 
ordered to the Army War College at 
Washington, D. C., as a student.

He was promoted to the grade of Lieu- 
tenant Colonel in May, 1917, and to the 
temporary grade of Colonel in August, 
1917, and in November of the same year 
was assigned to command the thirty- 
eighth U. S. Infantry of the Third Reg- 
war Division at Camp Greene, North 
Carolina, which regiment he took to 
France in March, 1918. 

In May, 1918, he was promoted to the 
temporary grade of Brigadier General 
of the National Army and assigned to 
command the Ninth Brigade of the Fifth 
Regular Division which he commanded 
until July, 1919, participating in defen- 
sive warfare in the Vosges area and in 
the St. Mihiel and Meuse-Argonne offen- 
sives. His brigade forced a crossing of 
the Meuse River just prior to the sign- 
ing of the Armistice. 

Upon his return to the United States 
in the summer of 1919, having reverted 
to his permanent grade of Lieutenant 
Colonel, he was ordered to the General 
Staff School at Ft. Leavenworth, Kan- 
sas, and then to the General Staff Col- 
lege at Washington, D. C., as a student 
officer. For a short period in 1921 he 
was Chief of Staff of the Eightieth Divi- 
sion of the Organized Reserves with 
headquarters at Richmond, Virginia, In 
November, 1921, he was appointed a per- 
manent Brigadier General in the Regular 
Army and, after a short course of in- 
struction at the Cavalry School, Ft. 
Riley, Kansas, assumed command of the 
Second Cavalry Brigade of the First 
Cavalry Division at Ft. Bliss, Texas, 
which he commanded until June, 1925, 
when he was placed in command of the 
First Cavalry Division with headquar- 
ters at the same post. During this pe- 
riod he also commanded the summer 
training camps at Ft. Logan, Colorado, 
in 1922 and 1923. 

In January, 1926, he was ordered to 
Tientsin, China, to command the U. 8. 
Army Forces in China. On March 17, 
1929, General Castner was assigned to 
command the Third Division at Ft. 
Lewis, Wash, 

General Castner has been awarded 
three silver star citations, two for gal- 
lantry in action against insurgent forces 
in the Philippine Islands on November 3, 
1899, and the third for gallantry in ac- 
tion during the World War, on Decem- 
ber 7, 1917, and the Distinguished Ser- 
vice Medal, the citation for which reads 
as follows: 

“While in command of the Ninth In- 
fantry Brigade he displayed conspicuous 
tenacity of purpose and determination to 
overcome all obstacles. At the Boise des 
Rappes, in the St. Mihiel Salient and 
ensuing actions, his brigade effectively 
routed the enemy. The success of his 
command was in a large measure due to 
the splendid training and excellent lead- 
ership given it by its commander.”

her commercial rivals were going to get the 
better of her, and the reason why some 
nations went into the war against Germany 
was that they thought Germany would get 
the commercial advantage of them. The 
seed of jealousy, the seed of deep-seated 
hatred was hot, successful commercial and 
industrial rivalry... . 

“Germans hated Belgium—because they 
outdid them in the markets of the world. 
This was in its inception a commercial and 
industrial war. It was not a political war.” 

The Manchurian situation affords an 
up-to-date instance of economic strife. 
Japan’s population is increasing beyond 
the possibility of supporting it in Japan. 
Nor does the acquisition of Koreo suffice 
to care for this expansion. Manchuria 
is a fertile province reasonably near at 
hand, Japan may well seek to dominate 
it economically. And this is the more 
possible in view of China's neglected 
defenses and of her internal difficulties. 
As viewed from afar, this appears to 
be a notable example of the imposition 
of force upon weakness, of prepared- 
ness prevailing over lack of prepara- 
tion. 

I cite these instances of economic 
strife merging into armed conflict, that 
is, war following the breakdown of diplo- 
macy, in order that we may the more 
readily appreciate the foresight and the 
splendid courage of those able statesmen 
who sought to spare future generations 
of Americans the agonies, the devasta- 
tion the economic chaos of war—by pro- 
claiming to the world the policies enun- 
ciated in the Monroe Doctrine. Their 
wisdom is written into every line of 
that great state paper, and into many 
letters proceding and leading up to the 
formal enunciation of that national pol- 
icy. 

In an earlier paragraph I sought to 
correct the phrase that refers to the 
Navy as our “first line of defense.” 
There is applied to the Navy stili another 
phrase which, to my mind, needs, if not 
actual correction, at least amplification 
and that is a “Navy for defense.” By 
reason of this limited qualification we 
are led to think of the Navy’s primary 
mission as being the defense of our 
shores against invasion, and with no 
reference to that no less pressing, but 
even more immediate mission of trade 
protection. I would, then, amplify the 
phrase to read “a Navy for the defense 
of American interests.” as thus worded, 
it is all-inclusive. It projects our vision 
to the broad horizon of the Seven Seas. 
When Pinkney proclaimed that we had 
“millons for defense, but not one cent for 
tribute”, there was in his mind no 
thought or need to defend the country 
against invasion, but rather, and speci- 
fically did he mean defense against those 
who would dispute our right to trade 
upon the seas—against France at the 
moment. Congress voted ships; one of 
them became the USS Constitution. 
True, we never came to open war with 
France, but shortly thereafter these new 
ships were proving to the Barbary 
States that we were able to defend our 
right to trade in the far off Mediterra- 
nean, that we would not only pay no 
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tribute, but could and did demand and 
receive reparations. I have already cited 
instances of wars in defense of trade 
interests; I would add that no invasion 
threatened when we entered the World 
War; and that while in the War of 
1812 we were invaded from Canada, and 
while the City of Washington was burned 
by a raiding force, there was no invasion 
from the sea, since this force arriving 
by sea returned promptly to their ships. 


Invasion of one sea power is not 
undertaken by another. Napoleon 
dreamed of invading England, made 


elaborate preparations to that end, but 
never quite dared the final venture. 

In the Civil War, the South was in- 
vaded by land, but not by way of the 
sea. The inability of the Confederacy 
to reach overseas markets blockaded as 
she was by ships of the Union Navy, 
brought about her economic downfall. 

Wars between sea powers are fought 
out on the sea. The prize is trade. 

In his first message to Congress Wash- 
ington advised : 

“To be prepared for war Is one of 
the most effectual ways of preserving 
peace”, 

It appears to me that the policy that 
we today know as the Monroe Doctrine 
is but another of the “effectual ways of 
preserving peace;” and this by mind- 
ing our own business and keeping others 
at such a distance from our shores as 
not to increase the chances of their 
becoming, through trade rivalries, po- 
tential enemies. If and when our states- 
men fail to appreciate the importance 
of protecting our overseas trade, naval 
men feel cause for no little concern, 
for such failure must serve only to 
weaken the arm of diplomacy in its mis- 
sion to foster trade, even as it detracts 
from the Navy’s readiness and ability 
to afford protection. The “supports” 
to diplomacy are thereby withdrawn 
farther to the rear.

Marine Wins Shooting Honors 

Marksmen of the military services shot 
their way to the major portion of the 
honors of the target range in the Na- 
tional Rifle Association championship 
matches this year, according to the final 
tabulation of scores and award of tro- 
phies by the association. 

George W. Walker, 23, a first-class 
private in the Marine Corps, hailing 
from Terry, Miss,, furnished the high- 
light of the matches by copping both the 
President’s Match and the famous Wim- 
bledon Cup Match. For his first achieve- 
ment he receives a letter of congratula- 
tion from President Roosevelt, an award 
that was started by President Theodore 
Roosevelt; a rifle provided by the Army 
Ordnance Association, the Appreciation 
Cup which was donated by the U. S. 
Cavalry for the high Marine shooter in 
the match, and a gold medal and a silver 
medal, besides his brassard for being in 
the “President’s Hundred.” For his other 
achievement, he receives the famous 
Wimbledon Cup, which has been in com- 
petition since 1875, and a gold medal. 
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Walker shot his scores in the regional 
shoot held at Quantico, Va. His score 
to win the President’s Match was 145 x 
150 and he captured the Wimbledon 
Match by shooting a 100 x 100 with 16 
of his 20 shots landing in the V ring. 

The championships were decided in re- 
gional and state meets initiated by the 
National Rifle Association and conducted 
by affiliated associations. Tournaments 
were held in Alabama, California, Illi- 
nois, Iowa, Massachusetts, Michigan, 
Nevada, New Jersey, New York, Ohio, 
Quantico, Va., Rhode Island and Wash- 
ington State. The President’s Match 
drew the greatest number of competitors, 
750; the Navy Cup Match was next with 
631, and the Wimbledon Cup was sought 
by 601.

INSPIRED BY THE FAILURE OF THE DISARMAMENT Conference and 
by the consideration which the President has been manifesting toward National 
Defense, there has been a recrudesence of pacifistic activity during the past week. 
Many of the men and women who have joined in resolutions denouncing the action 
of the Administration as preparation for war are naturally ignorant of the dangers 
which menace the international situation. To the President has come reliable re- 
ports of tension between nations that may result in strife, and in accordance with 
his constitutional duty he has authorized increase of the Navy and is expected to 
bring it up to Treaty strength, and is making allotments to the Army so as to aug- 
ment the efficiency of that necessity of our country. Among the allotments awaiting 
approval is the MacArthur motorization and mechanization plan and in view of the 
report which our roving Ambassador, Mr. Davis, has made this week such approval 
is anticipated. To our pacifist friends we would suggest an inquiry into world 
affairs to establish the meaning of and possibilities involved in the bellicose vote 
which Germany cast, the forceful declaration of the new French premier, the activi- 
ties of Japan at the expense of China, and the diplomatic conflict that may lead to 
war between Russia and Japan. Time and time again it has been pointed out that 
the fundamental differences behind the policies of the nations named threaten events 
which impinge upon the peace of the United States. In addition, there are the 
purpose of European Nations to force cancellation of the war debts, their resent- 
ment of our efforts to induce them to disarm, which would increase the potential 
strength of America, and the fear of loss of trade through the Roosevelt policy of 
currency depreciation. In the light of these circumstances, no responsible statesman 
ean afford not to provide the Army and Navy with the things they need. An argu- 
ment usually offered against such provision is the burdensome cost of National 
Defense. This is not the view of the Research Division of the National Educational 
Association, an independent body which has just concluded an analysis of the tax 
dollar, That Association reports that 5 cents only are expended for the Army and 
Navy and related activities, as against an equal sum for police and fire protection. 
Debts take 18 cents, schools 17 cents and roads 16 cents. A third of the dollar is 
spent by the Federal Government, a sixth by the State Governments and the balance 
by local governments. Thus the comparatively small sums which the Army and 
Navy require in order to make them the efficient instruments General MacArthur 
and Admiral Standley regard as necessary will not materially increase the cost of 
National Defense to the Nation. 
peace will be preserved only if we are strong enough to make attack too expensive 
to be launched, 


SIMULTANEOUSLY WITH THE ANNOUNCEMENT of the British Govern- 
ment of its intention to build two 9,000 ton cruisers, Winston Churchill asserted that 
while the United States was uttering “the most beautiful speeches” in support of 
disarmament, it was making “the largest increases in their naval and air forces.” 
It would seem from what both the Admiralty and Mr. Churchill said this week that 
Britain was the “little sister” of the seas instead of its mistress. We have always 
admired the ability with which the British Government carries out its well con- 
sidered plans and particularly the effectiveness of its use of propaganda in connec- 
tion with their promotion. Both the Admiralty and Mr. Churchill know that the 
reason why Great Britain persistently advocated the limitation of cruisers to 5,000 
tons was because of her bases which girdle the world and the reason why the 
United States and other powers clung to the larger cruiser type was in order to 
assure long cruising radii and thus offset the handicap of lack of such stations. The 
criticism that the United States is making the “largest increases” in its naval and 
air forces is due to the fact that we now have embarked upon a program to make 
up for the failure for years to build while Great Britain and Japan were laying 
down new craft. Even when the new ships are in commission, still will the 
American Navy be below the strength authorized by the London Treaty, whereas 
the London and Tokyo Governments will be at parity and the latter somewhat above. 
We rather imagine the British announcement and the Churchill speech were timed 
so as to reply to the admirable presentation of the needs of the American Fleet 
made by Admiral Standley on Armistice Day. We trust American opinion will not 
be confused by the point of view which London is expressing. 


WHEN MEN ARE ALIVE THE INFLUENCE they exercise upon events is 
rarely recognized, It takes death to bring to men’s consciousness in sharp outline 
the value of their fellow to them and the cause with which he has been identified. 
In the case of Rear Admiral Ridley McLean, his worth was recognized, especially 
by that inner circle of professional attainment which the Navy possesses, but it took 
his demise to produce general appreciation of the things he wrought for the Service. 
He was of the type of officer which the Navy seeks to develop, a thinker, a student 
and at the same time a man whose practical mind refrained from pursuit of im- 
practical theory. His training during the Spanish war, the Boxer revolt and the 
Philippine insurrection, and appreciation therefrom of the importance of gun fire, 
caused him to devote his youthful energies to gunnery. His assignment as Fleet 
gunnery officer of the Atlantic Fleet followed and occurred at the time President 
Theodore Roosevelt was working through Sims to establish gunnery efficiency in the 
Navy. He served on a gunboat and commanded a cruiser; during the World War 
he commanded a battleship protecting the troop convoys. He was Judge Advocate 
General, Chief of Communications, commander of the submarine division of the 
Battle Fleet, Budget Officer for the Navy and commander of a division of the Battle 
Fleet. His well rounded career especially fitted him for command, and had he lived 
it is probable he would have attained the high post of commander-in-chief of the 
leet. We have no doubt that had the Admiral been given the opportunity to choose 
the place of his death he would have selected a Flagship at sea. That this boon was 
accorded him is to some extent a consolation to his survivors, to whom the Navy us 
na whole extends its affectionate sympathy.

Strengthening Class “B' Proceedure—The move of General Douglas MacArthur, 
Chief of Staff, in initiating action to make the decision of the Classification Board 
final and irrevocable in every case (except only in those cases in which the Presi- 
dent may direct a review) was received with deep interest in the Army. The step, 
it is understood, will not upset the present procedure insofar as the operation of 
the board of general officers in Washington or the courts of inquiry in the field 
are concerned. Its effect is to make the final action of the Classification board, 
after it has received and considered the reports of the courts of inquiry, absolutely 
conclusive, without further reference to other agencies for recommendations or 
anything of that nature. 

General MacArthur has long had definite ideas on the matter of making the 
Class B system work the way in which it was intended, It will be recalled that he 
expressed those views very definitely before the House Military Affiairs committee 
last April. 

“The B-law,” General MacArthur said, “was a great effort on the part of Con- 
gress, advised by the War Department itself. to provide an instrumentality for 
elimination of officers that do not meet the standards that the Army believed should 
prevail, We already have ways to get rid of rascals, of men notoriously bad in 
moral character, and of those unfit for service through physical deficiencies. But 
we had no means of getting rid of the below-level, mediocre man who was not ef- 
ficient but who avoided offenses of commission. To meet the necessities of this 
situation Congress passed the B-law. It was a splendid law; but its weakness 
is its failure to make final and decisive the decision of the board of general 
officers charged with classifying officers in the B grade. 

“The opportunity to appeal from this disinterested judgment has resulted in 
multiplying the difficulties of eliminating inefficient men. Political pressure, natural 
human sympathy for the individual under fire, and other influences get into play, 
and complicate the procedure. Case after case has gone over my desk, since | 
have been Chief of Staff, in which all parties have been agreed as to the desirability 
of elimination, but which political pressure prevented. 

“Now, the way to put teeth into that law is to say that the report of the 
classification board of general officers shall be final and not subject to review. 
Do not compel the Secretary of War and higher Executive authority to go into 
those details, but make the opinion of disinterested Army board the final and de- 
cisive ruling and you will get rid of inefficient men—and you will do it in a way 
so that no one will be embarrassed. The embarrassment comes when those men 
appeal and there is a different standard invoked than the efficiency standard of the 
Army. The minute you subject the findings of that board to a higher political 
control, you have certainly injected the element of privilege and patronage, and 
that is what has weakened the act immeasurably. The very fact that the law per- 
mits an appeal introduces an element of mercy, introduces the element of sympathy 
and emotion and takes it out of the realm of cold-blooded efficiency.” 

At the same hearing Representative W. Frank James, of Michigan, ranking 
republican on the committee, cited an incident to show the bad effects of per- 
mitting influence to sway the operation of the law. 

“Would it not be a good thing,” Mr. James asked, “to have some provision 
in there, or regulation, by which no letter of recommendation from a Congressman 
or Senator could be considered? I did something the other day that I will never 
be guilty of doing again. It is the only time I ever did it, and the only reason 
I did it was the request of some men in the lower part of Michigan whom I 
thought were interested in the Army. I wrote a letter to the Secretary of War 
suggesting that a certain man be not class B’d until the Secretary of War looked 
over it. I said, ‘I do not know the man, but I wish you would take the following 
points into consideration.’ And then this fellow came to see me and he was so 
gol-darned dumb that I do not know how he ever got in the Army in the first 
place.

Admiral McVay was Admiral Taylor’s predecessor as Commander-in-Chief of 
the Asiatic Fleet, from 1929 to September 1931, after which he served on the Nayy 
General Board until his retirement on October 1, 1932. ' 


Unveiled Bust of Admiral Remey—A portrait bust of the late Rear Adm. George 
Collier Remey, USN, was unveiled with dedicatory exercises Noy. 13, in the City 
Hall at Burlington, Iowa, in the presence of a large assemblage. : 

Admiral Remey, the first Rear Admiral of the Navy—born west of the Missis. 
sippi River, was a native of Burlington, Iowa. He served this country in four 
wars. 

The bust of heroic size in bronze is a replica of the original in marble at the 
United States Naval Academy. It is the gift to the city of Burlington of one of 
Admiral Remey’s sons, Charles Mason Remey of Washington, D. C., who visited 
in Burlington to represent the Remey family at the Memorial Services. 


Test Field Artillery Adapters—The Army Ordnance Department has delivered 
eight 75 mm. high speed adapters to Ft. Hoyle, Md., for field test. There is one 
battery each of two types of adapters, one manufactured commercially and pro- 
cured by the Ordnance Department and one manufactured by the Ordnance De 
partment in its own arsenals. 

This is the first time the two types have been subjected to comparative service 
tests and on its outcome will depend, to a large degree, which will be procured 
for the proposed motorization of the Regular Army Field Artillery and the com- 
pletion of the motorization of the National Guard units. 


Naval Academy Superintendency—Rear Adm. Thomas ©. Hart, USN, Superintendent 
of the Naval Academy, will go to sea next Spring, completing a three year tour 
of duty in that post. While no decision as to his successor will be made for 
several months yet, it is expected that it will be one of the four flag officers who 
are scheduled to come ashore this Summer after tours of duty in ranking flag 
posts. Heading the list is Admiral David F. Sellers, Commander-in-Chief of the 
U. S. Fleet, and many are of the opinion that he will take over Admiral Hart's 
job. There will be a dearth of desirable shore assignments available next Summer, 
only the Academy post, and the commandancies of the Fifth and Twelfth Navy 
Yards, being listed as known vacancies. Rear Adm. Arthur L. Willard, in con- 
mand at Norfolk, retires for age on March 1, 1934, while Rear Adm. George W. 
Laws, commandant of the San Francisco Naval District, goes on the retired list 
the same day, having passed the statutory age limit. In addition to Admiral 
Sellers, the following other flag officers will complete tours of sea duty and will 
take over shore posts: Vice Adm. Frank T. Brumby, Commander of the Scouting 
Force; Rear Adm. Edward B. Fenner, commander, Cruisers Battle Force; and 
Rear Adm. John Halligan, commander, Aircraft, Battle Force. 





Naval and Marine Reserve Aviators Win Honor—The Naval Reserve Base at Sand 
Point, Washington, near Seattle, commanded by Lt. Comdr. George D. Price, USN, 
finished second in the Schiff Trophy competition for the year. 

One Naval Reserve squadron, VN-15RD13, and one Marine Corps Reserve 
squadron, VF-8MB, make up the Base. The winner of the Schiff Trophy, as a 
nounced last week, was VO squadron 7-M, a Marine observation squadron. 


Construction at Ft. Sill—The movement at Ft. Sill Okla., of Service Battery, First 
Field Artillery to their new barracks this week is the first of a series of moves 
necessary for the construction of field officer’s quarters in the area where head 
quarters and faculty buildings of the Field Artillery School is now located. 

Buildings vacated by Service Battery will be occupied by the Quartermaster 
detachment and Ninety-first Motor Transport Company and their barracks in tum 
will be utilized temporarily by headquarters the F. A. S. pending construction of 
a new administration building. 

Construction of these field officer’s quarters is scheduled to start during the 
coming week. > 


Praise Signal Code Manual—The Hydrographic Office of the Navy, Rear Adm 
Walter R. Gherardi, USN, in charge, has published two volumes of the revised 
International Code of Signals, 1931, which become effective on January 1, 1934: 
Volume 1, containing information concerning visual and sound signals, and Volume 
II, concerned exclusively with radio signals. They were prepared by the Code and 
Signal Section, Naval Communications, and are being issued as Hydrographit 
Publications Nos. 87 and 88, printed by the Government Printing Office. 

Maj. Gen. John L. DeWitt, The Quartermaster General of the Army, Up 
receipt of copies of these publications, wrote to Rear Adm. Gherardi congratulatin 
him on the general excellence displayed in the composition and production of the 
books, stating that a production of such good editorial style and appearance 
dicated a hearty cooperation on the part of all who had this undertaking in hal 
He felt that the whole nautical profession would be indebted to this work, insurité 
as it does, the possibility of efficient communication between ships even when the 
languages are radically different.

Another matter that will be under discussion is the creation of a Reserve Divi- 
sion, the establishment of which is on the association's program. 


Holiday Leave for Members of Civilian Conservation Corps.—CCC boys will be able 
to secure leave with pay for Thanksgiving and Christmas under the following direc- 
tions now being sent to Corps Area Commanders: 

“Special leave, with pay, may be granted members of the Civilian Conservation 
Corps on Thanksgiving Day, Thursday, November 30, 1933. Special leave, either 
with or without pay will not be granted for the days preceding or following Novem- 
ber 30th. 

“Special leaves, with pay, will be granted such enrollees as desire the privilege 
either from the close of the work period on Thursday, December 21, 1933, to mid- 
night, Tuesday, December 26, 1933, or from the close of the work period on Thurs- 
day, December 28, 1933, to midnight, Tuesday, January 2, 1934. No enrollee will be 
granted leave during both periods. 

“Nothing in the above instructions will be construed to prevent any member of 
the Civilian Conservation Corps from obtaining permission to absent himself from 
camp without loss of pay on non-working days in the period December 21, 1933, to 
January 2, 1934. 

“The number of enrollees necessary to cure for the camps properly must be 
retained therein at all times.” 





Seadromes and National Defense—It appears in Washington as though the pro- 
posal to provide Federal funds for experimentation with gigantic flouting sea- 
dromes as landing stages for trans-oceanic fliers is going forward without any 
reference to its National Defense aspects. 

Not having been consulted on the subject, the officials of the War and Navy 
departments are loath to discuss the subject. It is known, however, that military 
and naval officers look upon the project as entirely negative from the National 
Defense standpoint. They believe that the seadromes could not possibly be of 
any aid to the United States in case of war, inasmuch as our forces are not now 
nor ever have been organized on a basis of aggression or of sending forces overseas. 
On the other hand, the bases would be of immense value to any enemy of the 
United States should such enemy gain possession of them. 

Defense of them by naval vessels would be virtually impossible, not only be- 
cause it would take an immense force (even then its successful defense would be 
doubtful because a small shell or bomb would render them useless), but also be- 
cause the presence of naval vessels loitering around such islands would invite 
attack from submarines and possibly result in the loss of valuable fighting ships. 

Should they be established, provisions probably would have to be made looking 
toward their immediate destruction in case of emergency. This could be accom- 
plished either through mining them with high explosives or providing sea cocks 
whieh could be opened when it becomes necessary to sink them. 


Extension Course Training for Appointment in the Officers’ Reserve Corps—The 
War Department is pointing out that in a number of instances applications for 
appointment in the Officers’ Reserve Corps, or correspondence regarding such ap- 
pointments, have indicated that Army Extension Course Study with a view to 
qualifying for appointment as Reserve oflicers has been conducted in many cases 
where the individuals were, because of age or for other reasons, ineligible for the 
appointments desired. Rejection in such cases has resulted in embarrassment to 
the War Department and to the individuals. 

“Hereafter applications for enrollment in Army Extension Courses with a view 
to qualifying in Military Knowledge subjects for appointment in the Officers’ 
Reserve Corps,” the department is pointing out, “will be accompanied by the com- 
pleted applications and physical examination reports W. D., A. G. O. Forms Nos. 
170 and 63. If the information furnished on these forms indicates that the appli- 
cant may not be expected to satisfy the requirements of the regulations as to 
physical fitness, age, citizenship, education, military training or civilian experience 
upon completion of the course, he will not be regarded as suitable for enrollment 
under paragraph 11 a, (4) or (6), A. R. 350-3000 and he will be so informed. 

“In connection with enrollment with a view to qualifying in Military Knowledge 
subjects for appointment in the Infantry, Cavalry, Field Artillery, Coast Artillery 
Corps and Signal Corps, it is extremely important that careful consideration be 
given to the applicant’s prior military training and experience. This for the 
reason that if an applicant has not had military training approximately equivalent 
to that acquired by a graduate of the Blue Course, C. M. T. C., he cannot be ex- 
pected to meet the ability qualification requirements prescribed for appointment 
in those sections upon successful completion of the Extension Courses. Exceptions 
to the above as regards practical military training for Extension Course enrollment 
may be made for applicants who in their collegiate or business training have 
demonstrated outstanding qualities of leadership and ability to handle men. This 
class of applicants may after reasonable preparation be expected to pass a satis- 
factory practical test to determine ability qualifications. 

“OC, M. T. C. students who have satisfactorily completed the Blue Course and 
who have been recommended for the further course of study and C. M. T. C. 
students who have completed the White Course and have been recommended for 
the Blue Course may be enrolled in the appropriate Extension Courses without 
being required to submit applications for appointment in the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps. Regardless of other conditions applications for appointment in any section 
for assignment under the Chief of Arm or Service will be forwarded to the War 
Department for decision before enrollment in Extension Courses is authorized. All 
doubtful cases regardless of contemplated assignment will be similarly handled.” 


Services Help Run Recovery Program—Five officers of the Army and a like num- 
ber from the Navy have been detailed to duty with the Federal Emergency Ad- 
ministration of Public Works to expedite the unemployment relief construction 
program. 

The officers are: Capt. Harry A. Skerry, CE, USA, Capt. Harry 0. Tunis, CH, 
USA, Capt. Robert H. Elliott, CE, USA, Ist Lt. Heath Twichell, CE. USA, 2nd Lt. 
Frederick J. Dau, CE, USA, Lt. Comdr. Robert G. Tobin, USN, Lt. Thomas F. 
Darden, jr.. USN, Lt. Comdr. Francis L. Gaffney, SC, USN, Lt. Comdr. Maurice 
M. Smith, SC, USN. Lt. Charles Schaaf, SC, USN. 

Assignment of the officers came as a result of a request from the Public 
Works Administrator, Secretary Ickes, and it was explained at his office that each 
of the officers will be given a section of the country and will be charged with the 
Pushing of public works projects in that section. Army and Navy officers were 
Sought, it was stated, because they would be impartial and because good adminis 
trators could be assured. 

Assignment of five officers of the Navy to duty with the Public Works Ad- 
Ministration this week brought the number of naval officers detailed to other de- 
partments of the Government to a total of 531—roughly five percent of the num 

T engaged in other than usual duties. 

Of the total. there are 221 Line officers, 203 Medical officers and 6 Dental 

ts engaged in duty with the Civilian Conservation Corps. One officer, Lt. 
Comér, Charles W. Stevenson, SC, USN, has been loaned to the National Recovery 
Administration. Four officers, Capt. Charles FE. Parsons, SC, USN, Lt. Comdr. 
Lawrence A. Odlin, SC, USN, Lt. Comdr. Alfred B. Clark, SC, USN, and Lt. Joseph 
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Simon, SC, USN, are detailed with the Federal Surplus Relief Corporation. 

The great extent to which the Army, Navy, Marine Corps, and Coast Guard, 
have been called upon to take major parts in the operation of the Administration's 
recovery program is little realized by the public. There is hardly an agency under 
the recovery set-up that does not have some of their personnel in positions of re- 
sponsibility. The Army’s administration of the CCC personnel and camps is 
more generally known, but few know of the others. Few know, for example of 
the work of the Army Finance Department, which is handling gigantic sums in 


| connection with the CCC, the hog program, the wheat program and the butter and 


cheese program, all in addition to its own work.

OBITUARIES 


Rear Adm. Ridley McLean, commander 
of Battleship Division Three, died 
aboard his flagship, USS Nevada, Nov. 
12. 

Because of Admiral McLean's death, 
51 ships of the United States fleet re- 
mained at anchor in San Francisco har- 
bor. Scheduled maneuvers were post- 
poned by Admiral David Foot Sellers, 
fleet commander. 

Admiral McLean was born at Pulaski, 
Tenn., in 1872. He was appointed to the 
Naval Academy from Tennessee in 1890. 
During the Spanish-American War he 
served on the USS Armeria and the USS 
Panther. 

He was awarded the Navy Cross for 
World War service with this citation: 
“Kor exceptionally meritorious service in 
a duty of great responsibility as com- 
manding officer, USS New Hampshire 
and as chief of staff to the commander 
of Battleship Force 1, Atlantic Fleet.” 

Admiral Mclean attended the Naval 
War College in 1919 and 1920 and the 
following year completed the Army War 
College course. He commanded the USS 





Arkansas from 1922 to 1924. From 1924 
until 1927 he served as director of Naval 
Communications at the Navy Depart- 
ment. He served as budget officer, Navy 
Department, until he assumed his last 
command. 

Funeral services will be held Monday, 
Nov. 20, at All Souls Unitarian Church, 
16th and Harvard streets, Washington, 
D. C., with the Rev. Ulysses G. B. Pierce, 
officiating. Services at Arlington Na- 
tional Cemetery will follow at 11 a. m.

Among the most notable of Admiral 
McLean's services were those in connec- 
tion with the gunnery reform between 
1901-10 when the fighting efficiency of 
the Navy was improved to a very re- 
markable degree through what were then 
regarded as almost incredible improve- 
ments in the accuracy of gun-fire and in 
the vastly greater ranges at which tar- 
gets could be consistently hit. 

In this immensely valuable pioneer 
work, Admiral McLean was closely as- 
sociated with the then Lt. Comdr. W. 
S. Sims. Together they observed the ba- 
sic gunnery developments of Capt. Percy 
Scott, RN, on the China Station. To- 
gether they came to Washington to the 
Office of Target Practice and took charge 
of the rapid revolution of American Na- 


val Gunnery, 
In 1906 Admiral McLean was made 
Fleet Ordnance Officer of the Atlantic 


Fleet and in that capacity continued his 
invaluable services in connection with 
gunnery reform. No officer deserves more 
credit for the truly remarkable increase 
in gunnery efficlency—from barely three 
per cent hits at short ranges in the 
Spanish War to approximately 90 per 
cent at the same ranges ten years later, 
and to high percentages at very long dis- 
tances. 

Because of his indefatigable and bril- 
liant previous services, Admiral McLean 
was selected to assist in the improve- 
ment of our submarine service, which in 
its early development had not kept pace 
with the Navy’s general efficiency along 
other lines. For some years under Ad- 
miral McLean's leadership reforms in 
the submarine service brought them to 
an immensely improved state of effi-- 
ciency corresponding to that in gunnery. 

From Naval Academy days to the time 
of his death, Admiral McLean had the 
remarkably high respect and affection 
of his contemporaries. Invariably he 
stood for the best and inspired it in 
others. He was the moving spirit in 
creating and keeping alive among his 
classmates of 1894 a strong bond of 
unity and comradeship which survives to 
the present day.

The twenty-sixth annual convention of 
the Atlantic Deeper Waterways Associa- 
tion held at Baltimore recently took 
action on several projects of practical 
value to the shipping and Port of Balti- 
more, included further improvement of 
the Chesapeake and Delaware Canal to 
a maximum depth of 27 feet, with in- 
creased widths and the deepening of the 
approaches in the upper Chesapeake Bay. 
It was stated that improvement of the 
C. & D. Canal to 12 feet fact had at- 
tracted a large volume of commerce and 
had fully justified expenditures, but that 
it was becoming increasingly evident that 
it should be further enlarged to accom- 
modate ocean going shipping. 

The Association opposed the ratifica- 
tion of the Great Lakes-St. Lawrence 
Waterway Treaty and urged its rejection 
by the U. 8S. Senate, 

Among other recommendations were: 
endorsement of the New Jersey Water- 
way; further improvement of the Cape 
Cod Canal, and miscellaneous improve- 
ment of waterways in North Carolina 
and Florida, the Gulf-Atlantic Ship 
Canal, the New York State Barge Canal 
System, the Delaware and _ Raritan 
Canal; Boston Harbor, Elizabeth River, 
Delaware River; Norfolk Harbor and 
channels; New York Harbor and Chan- 
nels; the James River, Cape Fear River 
and the Savannah River.

Financial Digest 

The daily average volume of Federg] 
Reserve bank credit outstanding during 
the week ended November 8, as reported 
by the Federal Reserve banks, was $2. 
564,000,000, an increase of $15,000,000 
compared with the preceding week ang 
of $341,000,000 compared with the cor. 
responding week in 1932. 

On November 8, total Reserve bank 
credit amounted to $2,542,000,000, a de. 
crease of $8,000,000 for the week. This 
decrease corresponds with decreases of 
$13,000,000 in member bank reserye 
balances and $15,000,000 in unexpended 
capital funds, non-member deposits, ete, 
and an increase of $15,000,000 in Trea. 
sury currency, adjusted, offset in part by 
an increase of $33,000,000 in money in 
circulation, 

Bills discounted decreased $5,000,000 
at the Federal Reserve Bank of San 
Francisco and a like amount at all Fed. 
eral Reserve banks. The System’s hold- 
ings of bills bought in open market show 
practically no change for the week, 
holdings of United States bonds declined 
$2,000,000 and of Treasury certificates 
and bills $1,000,000, and holdings of 
United States Treasury notes increased 
$13,000,000.

(Continued from first page) 
as a passed midshipman, he was ordered 
to duty on board the USS Amphitrite, 
monitor, and subsequently to the USS 
Maine, battleship. In 1897 he was com- 
missioned ensign and ordered to duty 
aboard the USS Concord, gunboat, When 


the Spanish-American War began, Ad- 
miral Butler was serving aboard the 
USS Olympia, the cruiser flagship of 


Admiral Dewey, and continued on board 
the historic ship until 1899. During the 
Philippine Insurrection, he commanded 
the USS Mindoro, small river gunboat, 
and thereafter, in the fall of 1901, went 
to duty aboard the USS Vicksburg, old 
gunboat. 

In 1903 he was ordered to duty in the 
Bureau of Steam Engineering, Navy De- 
partment, and in 1906, after one year’s 
service aboard the USS West Virginia, 
second line cruiser, was ordered to duty 
as senior engineer officer of the USS 
Maine, battleship, which had replaced 
her ill-fated predecessor of the same 
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name. From this duty, Admiral Butler, 
then a lieutenant, was ordered in 1907 
to the Navy Department to act as Aide 
to Admiral of the Navy George Dewey, 
with additional duty as a member of the 
Navy General Board. Detached in 1911 
as Admiral Dewey’s aide, he saw service 
until 1914 first as navigator then as first 
lieutenant aboard the USS Utah, newest 
battleship of the Fleet. From March, 
1914, to July, 1915, as a Commander, he 
served as Captain of the Port, Canal 
Zone, Panama, during the regime of Gen- 
eral Goethals as governor. 

In 1916 Admiral Butler was ordered to 
command the USS San Francisco, mine- 
layer, and flagship of the Commander 
Mine Force, Atlantic Fleet. For his duty 
as commanding officer he was awarded 
the Distinguished Service Medal with the 
citation : 

“For exceptionally meritorious service 
in a duty of great responsibility as Com- 
manding Officer of the USS San Fran- 
cisco engaged in laying mines in the 
North Sea.” 

In October, 1917, he was ordered to 
duty as Chief of Staff on the Staff of 
the Commander Mine Force and served 
in that capacity until January, 1919. 
From 1919 to 1920 Admiral,Butler served 
in the Office of Naval Operations, Navy 
Department, and then went to the Naval 
War College, Newport, for a course of 





instruction. Graduating from the War 
College, he was ordered to command 
the USS Michigan, battleship, and in 
October, 1921, to duty as Commander 
Aircraft Squadrons, Battle Fleet. 

From 1922 to 1925, Admiral Butler 
was industrial manager of the New York 
Navy Yard, then was sent to duty in 
connection with the building and fitting 
out of the USS Saratoga, aircraft car- 
rier building at Camden, N. J. In 1926, 
when the ship was commissioned, he was 
ordered to command her. 

On October 7, 1927, he was promoted 
to the rank of rear admiral and the 
following day received orders as Chief 
of Staff on the Staff of the Commander- 
in-Chief, U. 8S, Fleet, Admiral H. A. 
Wiley, USN, now retired. In May, 1929, 
he was ordered as Commander Aircraft 
Squadrons, Battle Fleet, and in July, 
1930, came to Washington for duty as 
a member of the General Board. He as- 
sumed duties of Commandant, Washing- 
ton Navy Yard, in April, 1931. 

Rear Admiral Butler is one of the 
leaders in aviation among high-ranking 
naval officers, and qualified during his 
captaincy as a naval aviation observer.

that there is a strong likelihood of jt 
being approved and brought about, prob. 
ably by executive order. 

The National Defense Department 
idea, it will be remembered, was a part 
of the Democrats’ legislative program at 
the last Congress and was vigorously 
pushed by the House leaders, particn. 
larly Representative Byrns, of Tenneg. 
see, the majority floor leader, who per. 
sonally sponsored a bill to that effect, 

However, the eftorts of Mr. Byrns and 
his associates failed, due largely to the 
efforts of Maj.
